lt has been pretty harrowing to witness 
the events of the last month and a half 
which started when a cell phone video 
posted on social media showed a 
policeman kneeling on a man’s neck for 
8 minutes and 46 seconds. That man 
died. His name was George Floyd. For 
weeks since, protestors have flooded the 
streets all around the world with signs, 
chanting “Black lives matter!” “No 
justice, no peace!” This is not new. For 
centuries, Black people have been 
fighting for freedom, for justice, and for 
their basic human right to live 
peacefully. You may live in a community 
where you have not experienced 
discrimination or racism, but do not 
invalidate another person's experience. 
Racism still exists. As the late Martin 
Luther King Jr. wrote in his letter from 


Birmingham Jail, “An injustice 
anywhere, is a threat to justice 
everywhere."

CAN ADDRESS AND EDUCATE THEMSELVES AND THEIR STAFF. THE ALA ALSO ADDRESSES IN THEIR STATEMENT THE LACK OF RACIAL AND 
ETHNIC DIVERSITY IN THE LIBRARY PROFESSION, "IN 2018, JUST 6.8 PERCENT OF LIBRARIANS IDENTIFIED AS BLACK OR AFRICAN 
AMERICAN" (DEPARTMENT FOR PROFESSIONAL EMPLOYEES). 


ALA’S PLAN 


REGOMMENDED AS A HUMBLE START FOR INDIVIDUALS 


1. COMMIT TO DOING EVERYDAY ACTIONS 
A.EDUCATE ONESELF ABOUT ANTI-RACISM AND RACIAL EQUITY EFFORTS WITHIN THE 
PROFESSION. 
B.FAMILIARIZE ONESELF WITH POLICE REFORM AND ABOLITION EFFORTS. 
C. EXAMINE THE LANGUAGE WE USE. 
2. CENTER AND SUPPORT BLACK VOICES IN LIS 
A. AMPLIFY THE VOICES OF BLACK LIBRARY WORKERS AND SUPPORT THEIR COMMUNITY 
SPACES. 
B.READ ABOUT AND PROMOTE THE HISTORIC CONTRIBUTIONS OF BLACK LIS WORKERS 
AND ADD BOOKS TO THE COLLECTION. 
3. STAFF DEVELOPMENT 
A. TRAIN ALL STAFF ON TOPICS RELATED TO EQUITY, DIVERSITY, AND INCLUSION. 
B.COMMIT TO HIRING BLACK LIBRARY WORKERS, CONNECTING PARAPROFESSIONALS TO 
SCHOLARSHIP OPPORTUNITIES, AND SUPPORTING RESIDENTS AND INTERNS. 
C. CONSIDER ONE'S OWN WORKPLACE RETENTION STRATEGIES. 


4. LIBRARY PROGRAMMING 

A. HOST A BOOK CLUB THAT EXPLICITLY TALKS ABOUT RACE RELATIONS IN THE UNITED STATES AND 
BE PREPARED TO HAVE A FRANK CONVERSATION. 

B.INCORPORATE LESSONS ON RACE AND DISCUSSIONS ON RACE DURING STORYTIME AND PROMOTE 
READING LISTS. IF YOU AREN'T EQUIPPED TO FACILITATE THESE CONVERSATIONS, SEE IF THERE IS A 
TRAINED FACILITATOR IN THE COMMUNITY THAT WOULD BE WILLING TO HOST. 

C. PARTNER WITH LOCAL BLACK COMMUNITY MEMBERS ON PROJECTS AND INITIATIVES. 

9. EVALUATE POLICIES 

A.ENSURE THE PUBLIC KNOWS THE LIBRARY'S STANCE. UNDERSTAND IT IS NOT A POLITICAL STANCE 
TO STATE THAT BLACK LIVES MATTER. 

B.BE AWARE OF THE WAYS YOUR LIBRARY MAY NOT SEEM WELCOMING.

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Farry B. henderson 
Special Collection

The Harry B. Henderson Special Collection at the Pennsylvania 
State University showcases Henderson’s private collection of 
amassed works, entirely about and by African American artists. 
The collection consists of books, letters, journals/diaries, oral 
history interviews, and photographs. This includes artworks, 
slides, magazines, and audio recordings as well. The collection is 
made up of more than 500 books and 50 cubic feet of archival 
records and features works on the Harlem Artists Guild, the 
emergence of Black artists during the Great Depression, and the 
Black Renaissance of the 20's. 


In collaboration with artist Romare Bearden, Henderson's private 
collection of works led to the idea of a book that would detail the

lives of major Black artists. Further years of research continued 
before the publishing of their book in 1993, A history of African 
American artists: From 1792 to the present. The book features over 50 
biographies of the artists whose work is featured in the Harry B. 
Henderson Collection. The New York Times Book Review called the 
book the “first in-depth reference work on the history and 
development of art by Black Americans” (1994). The Henderson 
Collection also features papers and notes pertaining to the research 
and development ofthe book. 


Henderson is best known for his written works in science, social 
movement, and collaborative projects with several well-known artists. 
Well before the civil rights Movement, Henderson dedicated his work 
toward social reform; reporting and investigating racially-backed 
convictions based on little evidence and poor representation. His 
works helped a number of innocent men get justice.
